(1.) Country-man, OU have in your 
y laft, after, made 


a Monfter of our

Methinks they have Shew’d 
themfelves already, if we may take a Mea- 
fire of them by the Multitude of Books and 
Pamphlets they have Printed; of which you 
have taken Notic«: through the whole Courfe 
of thefe Papers, and which firf: put you upon 
this uneafy Task 5 all you have Wrore being 
in Anfwer to their Furious and moft Spiteful 
Libels. And you have made it fully Ap- 
pear, That no Church, while it was Effa- 
blifhed by the Law of the Land, was ever 
fo openly Attack’, Buffoon’d, and Threatn’d, 
as the Church of England has been by our 
Diffenters of Late Years ; and more fince they 
had a Toleration than before. 


(3.) Rebearf. This thews their Gratitude, 
and what ufe they make of Favours! But now 
to give you a full Weim of this Adonfter of 
Hypocrify, at the fame time that they are 
Throwing out all the Spire and Venom that 
Malice can Suggeft againft the Church of 
of England, they Pretend to Coxe and Sooth 





her, they fay that her Epifcopacy, Lyturg

and Innocent things, and that there is no Siz 
in them; And therefore that they Can Com- 
municate with her without any Scruple or 
Offence of Confcience, for that her Dottrin 
is Good, and no Harm in the other things, 
why then fhou’d they not Communicate with 
her ?

her Communion, to Reprefent her Epi/eopacy 
as a Rag of the Whore, and her Clergy as 
the Greateft Monffers upon Earth ; her Li- 
turgy as Mafs in Englifh, and her Ceremonies 
as Popifh, nay Hearhenifh? They Prophefie her’ 
Deftru&tion, and make Piétures of her a Tum- 
bling down, with the Whiggs and Diffenters 
a Laughing at the Bifbops and Clergy who 
wou’d Support her, and Crying, 

Bleft be the Hands {hall Rafe her to the Gronnd. 
And thefe Emblems are Hawk’d and Sold in 
our Streets. And the Obfervator makes Learn’d 
Comments upon them. And <Advertifes them 
in his Papers, by whom Printed, and where 
to be Sold. As in his of the 17th Fuly laft, 
Val.

(4-) Country-m, But there he tells you it 
was an High-Church Hierogliphick, Reprefen- 
ted in the Sign of the Embleme, put up at 
an Jan in Sroke by Naland in Suffolky to Ex- 
pofe the Danger of the Church. 

Rehear{. Was it High-Church too that wrote 
the Verfes under.it, Call’d, Ax Explanation of 
the Embleme? Which makes the Bafis of the 
Church to be laid by Murduring CAIN, and 
Murdering LEVITES. 
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(5.) Countro-m. How came they to call the 
LEVITES Murderers too? Did they Murder 
any Body? 

Rebearf. They Killed about 3000 Men, by 
the Exprefs Command of God, for the Sin 
of the Golden Calf. Which Mofes call’d Con- 
fecrating thewfelves to the Lard, that He might 
Beftow a Bleffing upon them. Exod. XXxil. 29°

The 
fame Argument that was madeufe of againft 
Mofes and Aaron, after the Earth had O- 
pen'’'d and Swallew’d up Korah, Dathan and 
Abiram, with their Rebellious Company, other 
Muteneers got up, and faid, ye have flatx the 
People of the Lord. For which God {mote 
14400 of them by a mew Plague, And 
then they were Quiet, till the next time— 
Which fhews how Hard it is to Govern a 
Stubborn and Unruly People; And that Se- 
verity muft fometimes be made ufe ef to 
make Men Submit to the Government even of 
God Himfelf!

As 
thefe Verfes do. And faysin Plain Terms, 
That the Church is the Work the Devils own 
Hands bave made. And Bifhops being Pain- 
ted in their Lawn Sleevs propping up the 
Church, the Explanation fays thus,

(8.) Country-m. We cannot Suppofe it 
was High-Church made thefe Explanator 
Perfes, but the Non-Cons made them to Expofe 
the Embleme which they fay the High-Church 
had made, to Reprefent the Church as in 
Danger and Tumbling down, after all the;

Cons for making the Devil the Founder ofour 
Church? Is this their Adoderation ! : 
But now Covntry-nsan, Vl) tell you, Bor, 
the Embleme and the Verfes upon it are their 
own. For Inquiry was made at the fiz, 
into this Matter, it having made fo Greaga 
Noife ; and no fuch Sign as this. Embleme wos 
to be found at Stoke, or ever had been there, 


Lor any where elfe. And the Grand 4, 


Prefented this Emsbleme:as utterly Falfe and 
a Scandal upon their Country. 


(10) Country-m. O, out upon them for 
Rogues! Rogues all! This is like their Shortef 
way, and feveral other Books and Papers which 
you have before (Num. 94.) fhew’d they 
wrote Themfelves on Purpofe to put them 
upon High-Church, and then Expos’d the Church 
for them. I fee they make a Trade of it, 
But fince the Obfervater in his Advertifinem 
of this Embleme, has told us who Printedit, 
with the Names of the Book-Seller (even his 
own) and the Publifrer, methinks it fhou’d be 
Eafy to find out the Author. 


(11.) Rebearf. 1 have nothing to do with 
thefe things. I am neither an Informer nor 
a Profecutor. Tho’ I fancy there are others 
wou’d not have come off fo Eafily, if the 
had been found Tripping in fo Malicious a 
Forgery. My Defign is only to fhew the Jr. 
fide and Heart of the Party, how they Treat 
the Church at the fame time that they Pretend 
to Court her, and to Conform to her Commu 
nion,in Obedience to the Corperation and Tef 
Aés, And what we may Exped from them, 
if thefe Aas were once taken out of the way.
